And what a 
pitiful defense at that! For instance, 
Dr. Denny said that the personnel of 
the Conference “is dominantly made up 
of leading of our Southern 
country,” and further:

Ventilation of Slasher Rooms. 


Early attempts at the ventilation of slasher 
rooms were made by exhausting the entire 
Attention was next centered upon the 
old-fashioned wooden hood. The individual 
ventilators through the roof were cut out 
and the steam drawn away by means of a fan. 
In the most recent arrangements, such as 
those installed by the B. F. Sturtevant Com 
pany of Boston, Mass., the pipes are con 
nected to small galvanized-iron hoods directly 
over the size box and the large cylinder, 
which catch the steam just as it rises.
